TIF INACCESSIBLE ONE. 


ITER eight years of persuasion, 
the Dalai Lama of Tibet has 
given permission for another 
British expedition to attempt 

to climb Mount Everest. Tibet’s ruler 
and Everest have something in com- 

mon: inaccessibility. The last 900 
feet of the world’s highest mountain 
have yet to be conquered; the world’s 
most mysterious ruler has been inter- 
viewed and photo- 
graphed, but he 
has yet to suc- 
cumb to a talking 
movie apparatus 
or speak into a 
microphone. 

Ngag-wang Lob- 
sang Thubden 
Gya-tsho, which 
is said to be mere- 
ly another way of 
saying ‘‘The Elo- 
quent, Noble we palai Lama. 
minded Tibetan,’’ 
is 58 years old; and for all but a few 
months of those years he has been the 
Dalai Lama, the combination di- 
vinity and Pontiff of Northern Bud- 
dhists. He is thirteenth of a line which 
goes back to the sixteenth century. 
Contrasted with their virile and usu- 
ally venerable subjects, Dalai Lamas 
have seldom been in good health. 
Chosen before they are 2 years old 
because some wise men with reputa- 
tions for recognizing such qualities 
declared them to be reincarnations of 
Buddha's spirit, Dalai Lamas have 
rarely lived through their youth. The 
present incumbent probably survived 
because twentieth-century problems 
made inconvenient his extermination 
by a powerful theocracy. 

Tibet is probably the world’s largest 
country club. Admission is by what 
virtually amounts to a visitor’s card 
made out by the Dalai Lama; and the 
guests have always gone home. Ex- 
cept for the purpose of challenging 
mountains, bagging museum game or 
simply gratifying the all-too-human 
trait of wishing to be where one is 
not wanted, few Westerners seek to 
go to Tibet. 

Twenty-five years ago Colonel 
Younghusband at the head of a small 
thicket of British bayonets penetrat- 
ed to Lhassa, the capital; but rather 
than submit to the sacreligious gaze 
of foreigners in the Holy City, the 
Dalai Lama fled to China. For four 
years he wandered with a caravan of 
400 persons, 200 horses and 500 cam- 
els until he reached Peking and was 
persuaded to return to Tibet. Two 
years later Chinese troops entered 
Lhassa. In protest, then, the Dalai 
Lama deScended into the hill country 
of India and was a guest-prisoner of 
the British Raj. The Chinese retreat- 
ed and the Dalai Lama returned to 
Lhassa more reconciled than he had 
been to Westerners. 

Today the Dalai Lama continues 
his exacting religious routine. His 
home is the Potala Monastery, one of 
the most impressive palaces in the 
world, which, perched upon a hill and 
with many stories and setbacks, ap- 
pears not unlike one of New York 
City’s medical centres 

The Dalai Lama has a face marked 
by smallpox. He has a somewht bul- 
let-shaped head, large pointed ears 
and a mustache, which he has always 
kept waxed since his visit to British 
India. He has a passion for flowers 
and a fondness for animals. A flower 
garden is a hobby, and one of his pets 
is a fragilely caged tiger which quiets 
at his approach, Last year twoscore 
porters staggered over the mountain 
passes into Tibet, bearing an auto- 
mobile for the Dalai Lama.

MEXICO’S NEW PRESIDENT. 


FTERMATHS of a dispute over 
administration of a hospital in 
Mexico City have been attrib- 

uted as causes of last week’s sudden 
presidential overthrow in Mexico 
Peace can bring about changes of 
administration in the southern repub- 
lic as rapidly as high explosives. 
Now that both President Hoover and 
Jack Dempsey have sent messages 
to General Abelardo L. Rodriguez, 
Mexico’s latest and forty-third Presi- 
dent, there appears to be considera- 
ble unanimity of congratulation. 
General Rodriguez has been soldier, 
Governor, flour manufacturer and 
occupant of three cabinet posts. He 
is 42 and is the second youngest 
President Mexico has had. He was 
a protégé of General Obregon. 

Association with 
Obregon began 
twenty years ago, 
just after the fall 
of the Diazrégime. 
Obregon was then 
commander of a 
column of troops 
and young Rodri- 
guez was a lieu- 
tenant. Five years 
later Rodriguez 
held Obregon’s 
rank and his Gen. Rodriguez. 
squadron met and 
turned back Pancho Villa’s maraud- 
ing veterans. General Rodriguez, as 
he was by now, spent three years put- 
ting down rebellious Yaqui Indians 
and in 1910 led an expedition into 
Lower California which convinced Es- 
teban Cantu, the Governor, that he 
was not greater than the Federal Gov- 
ernment. Since then, in various army 
and administrative posts, General 
Rodriguez has specialized in the sup- 
pression of revolt. 

As Governor of Lower California 
General Rodriguez came in contact 
with two types of Americans—busi- 





ness men interested in concessions 
and the frequenters of the border re- 
sorts. In 1928 a contract was signed 
for the construction of one of the 
world’s highest irrigation dams, to 
be known as the Rodriguez Dam. 
Out of Tia Juana and other wide- 
open resorts, Rodriguez became in- 
volved in a number of difficult prob- 
lems. He had to deal with obstrep- 
erous visitors as well as with self- 
appointed forces of righteousness. 
Three years ago the clamor was loud 
enough to obtain a Washington rul- 
ing closing the border to returning 
Americans at 6 P. M. In his castle 
at Mexicali Governor Rodriguez be- 
came wrapped in thought, then sug- 
gested by way of reprisal the restric- 
tion of United States railroad trains 
passing through Mexican territory to 
the same hours.

A WOMAN CAMPAIGNER. 


N the list of Republican spellbind- 
ye in the present campaign, do 

not omit or slight Mrs. Edward 
Everett Gann. The sister of the Vice 
President has already upheld the 
Hoover-Curtis ticket before coupon- 
less Newporters and before embat- 
tled Iowa farmers. In the Septem- 
ber of every fourth year Maine be- 
comes a_pseudo-straw-vote battle- 
ground and the dig guns of both 
parties are trundled into the Pine 
Tree State to go into roaring action. 
Mrs. Gann has already made two 
addresses to the folks down East. 

It would be im- 
polite and untrue 
to imply that a 
lady roars; it 
might be ques- 
tionable to call a 
Gann a gun, but 
it is undeniable 
that Dolly Curtis 
Gann is one of 
the Republican 
heavy artillery. 
She has developed

Hurley, the agricultural Hyde, the 
lily-gilding Jahncke, even with Sen- 
ator Moses, who has a tongue sharp

picion is that most of the crrious 
would prefer a glimpse and a few 
words from one of the central fig- 
ures in the most highly publicized of 
recent Washington _ social-official 
feuds. 

As the party of the first part in 
the Gann-Longworth  dinner-table 
precedence controversy, Mrs. Gann 
has been an object and frequently a 
victim of cartoons and paragraphs. 
She has been exposed to ridicule and 
satire, yet largely through them she 
has become a national figure. Since 
caricatures are always overdrawn, 
this is turning to her advantage; in- 
stead of the figure their imagina- 
tions conjured, Mrs. Gann’s audi- 
ences discover a solid, impressive, 
politically minded Middle Westerner 
with a -pleasing platform manner, 
and more votes may be won than lost 
by the encounter 

Mrs. Gann’s rival, Mrs. Garner, 
who did not continue the precedence 
squabble when her husband became 
Speaker of the House, is going cam- 
paigning, too, aot as an orator but 
as secretary to the Democratic can- 
didate for Vice President. Mrs. Gann 
is candidate as well as campaigner- 
candidate for ‘‘Second Lady of the 
Land”’—and she is doubtless sincere 
when she declares in her speeches 
that ‘‘to displace President Hoover 
would be a real calamity.’”’

A POLITICAL PHENIX. 


FAMILIAR tenant of the head- 
lines for more than twenty 
years seems destined to return 

to his former place in thick, black 
display type. Raymond Poincaré, 
who has been President as well as 
Premier of France, has recovered 
so impressively 
from a lingering 
illness of two 
years that he has 
announced his 
candidacy for a 
Senate seat in 
elections next 
month. 

At the age of 72 
he is far from 
starting over 
again politically 
but his candidacy 
is in the nature 
of a ‘‘come-back.’’ Many a time be- 
fore his opponents saw him counted 
out and predicted that he was 
through with political life. Back be- 
fore the war it seemed that he 
would be done with public life after 
his term as President of the repub- 
lic, for that decorative office usually 
is the crown of a political career. 
Many a brilliant Premier of France, 
and in particular Clemenceau and 
Briand, sought the Presidency only 
to be denied it. M. Poincaré was far 
from the figurehead in the Elysée 
Palace that French Presidents are 
usually, for France was at war. 

Retired as President, M. Poincaré 
returned to political power after the 
downfall of Clemenceau to become 
Premier. He pushed the adventure 
into the Ruhr, and after that failure 
to ‘‘make Germany pay’’ he became 
the savior of the French franc. 

Two years ago he was wheeled 
into an antiseptic chamber for a 
serious major operation. His lungs 
weakened, his heart became fluttery, 
and for long months he was partially 
paralyzed. For the first time in his 
forty-four years of public life he was 
inactive. But that inactivity he re- 
fused to allow to become permanent 
Within a year he was writing for 
Paris newspapers, but in tired. un-
